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Land Taxes Predicted To Double For 
Coffee County Property Owners

Most Coffee County property own- 
ers can anticipate their taxes doubling 
in 1982 and in some cases being triple 
the amouft they paid last year, as a 
result of another property reappraisal 
project. 

Coffee County Revenue Commis- 
sioner Ronnie Burns, Representative 
Jimmy Holley, and Senator Wallace K. 
Miller issued the advance warning to 
local residents during a press confer- 
ence at the courthouse in Elba on 
Tuesday morning. 

The three officials voiced their 
displeasure over the tax increase and 
questioned the constitutionality of the 
reappraisal which was not voted on by 
the legislature. According to them, the 
reappraisal was ordered by State Rev- 
enue Commissioner Ralph Eagerton, 
yet they will be the targets of angry 
property owners.

Holley called the reappraisal, ‘‘The 
most flagrant example of taxation 
without representation as | can think 
of."' According to the state representa- 
tive, the legislature passed no laws 
requesting the reappraisal. 

In 1975 a federal court order was 
issued for Alabama to reappraise pro- 
perty values in an effort to equalize the 
taxes statewide, These new values took 
effect in 1977. 

Eagerton ordered the property val- 
ues reappraised again three months ago 
without any consideration of the action 
going before the legislature. 

“Our economy and times are hard 
for everybody. And yet, during the past 
few weeks the revenue department has 
tripled taxes on many property ow- 
ners,’’ said Miller. 

When asked who gave Eagerton 
authority to order reappraisal, Holley 
answered, ‘'Like | said before, some- 
one should ask Eagerton who he works

for and at whose pleasure he serves." 

Eagerton is not an elected official, 
but was appointed to his position by 
Governor Fob James. 

Approximately 400-500 reports on. 
Coffee County property has been re- 
turned to Burns’ office. He said 
according to the new tax schedules, 
almost everyone will suffer at least a 
40 percent tax increase. 

**Some have tripled and the majority 
have more than doubled,’ he added. 
“The public is going to be upset over 
this and I can understand why. This 
county had a disastrous farming year 


’ last year and yet their taxes are going 


up even more."’ 
The new values will take effect in 
October 1982. 


According to the tax chart that took 
effect in 1975, 2-S acres of land on a dirt 
or gravel road was appraised at $450 
and the owner paid $3.24 in taxes. The 
new value of two acres will be $2,800 
and the owner must pay taxes of $10.08. 

Alabama held the distinction in the 
past of having the nation’s lowest 
property taxes. Holley said a recent 
University of Aiabama study showed 
that the state’s property taxes would 
have to be raised by 66 percent to tie 
Alabama for last place among the 50 
states. 

“We're on the bottom as far as 
property taxes, even with this reapprai- 
sal, but Alabama also has state income 
tax and sales tax, which leayes our 
residents paying a lot of taxes,’’ Holley 
added, 


Many states, such as Texas and . _ 
Florida, which have high property taxes... Igea%; 


do not require residents to pay state 
income tax. Also, Florida charges no 


sales tax on food and medicine. and 
even in many of Texas’ larger cities, the 
sales tax is only four percent. 

“I'm opposed to the manner in 
which this reappraisal is taking place. 
No elected state or local official had 
anything to do with it. In my opinion 
that is constitutionally wrong. added 
Holley. 

The representative said he plans to 
re-introduce a bill during the next 
‘legislative session that would eliminate 
ad valorem taxes from the hands of 
state government. Holley’s bill pro- 
poses that the property tax business be 
turned over to the individual counties. 

Burns said he nor any of the other 


- county tax officials throughout Alabama 


had any voice in the reappraisal. Yet, he 
added, when property owners open 
their 1982 tax notices, he will probably 
be the first one to receive their angry 
complaints. ‘‘I've got to try and explain 
to him why and for what reason his 
taxes are being raised, and I don't know 
why.”’ 

Under the old schedule, smali tracts 
of land was classified according to the 
following locations: U.S. and state 
highways havin the highest value, then 
county paved, dirt gravel, and limited 
access having the lowest values, The 
new schedule makes no distinction as 
to the location. (See attached schedules) 
Tracts with more than 20 acres was also 
divided into four different location 
categories, but the revised rural tract 
schedule has only three location classifi- 
cations for row crop, pasture, and 
woodland tracts.

City Council Votes To Take Bids 
On Street Re-surfacing Project 


The Eiba City Council held a btief 
meeting Monday evening with all 
members present. The meeting was ten 
minutes late getting started, but the 
agenda was short, with most of the 
meeting consisting of reports from 
various departments and on various 
projects. A couple of items were 
mentioned but action delayed until later 
meetings. 


The council passed one motion and it 
was related to the resurfacing of city 
streets. A problem arose over which 
streets to target for resurfacing this 
year when Councilman Cleo Hawkins, 
who oversees the utility department 
also, pointed out that several streets in 
Brookdale were scheduled for some 
replacement of water lines in the 
coming months. Hawkins said plans 
were not complete, but it would be

foolish to resurface a street and'then go 
right back and dig it up to replace the 
water line. 


Mayor Bob English entertained a 
motion from Councilman Sonny Inman 
that he (mayor), Hawkins and City 
Engineer Jim Williams compile a 
package of streets to be resurfaced, 
taking into consideration needs, water 
line work and amount of money avail- 
able, get bids and submit to the council 
for approval or disapproval. He pointed 
out he was no expert on deciding which 
street was worse, and these people were 
in better position to make this decision. 
The motion was seconded by Council- 
man John Sharpless and approved 
unanimously. However, a discussion on 
the matter brought out that there was 
some different ideas on selecting the 
streets to be paved, but to expedite the 
bid process, all voted in favor of the 
motion. English stated he wanted to 
open bids no later than the last meeting 
of July. The city has budgeted $40,000 
for street resurfacing this year and 
English said, ‘‘I think we can safely 
afford to spend $50- to $60,000 due to an 
increase in the sales tax receipts. 

Sales tax received recently (from 
April sales) totaled $34,421 and was an 
increase over recent months and a 
decisive increase over the average. 


The leaking roof at the old city hall 
again was discussed. English noted the 
city had purchased the interest of the 
local masonic lodge and now owned the 
entire building. Police Chief Ray Norris 
told the council, ‘‘When it rained one 
day in Elba it rained three days in the 
police department.’’ He said they had 
been upstairs and observed the leaks 
and they were numerous. 

English and Hawkins reported they 
had looked at the roof and it was in poor 
shape. Sharpless said he wanted to look 
at alternatives to replacing the built-up 
roof, but was told this was impractical. 

Councilman Charles Kennett noted 
he had some experience with repairing 
this type roof and that there were no 
contractors in Elba with training and 
equipment to do such work. He named 
several firms with the reputation for 
expert work in this field. 

The council approved a motion to 
accept bids on replacing this roof with 
bas to be opened at the last meeting of 

uly. 


A letter from the National Peanut 
Festival was presented to the council 
with a request for furnishing a float in 
the October 24, 1981, parade in Dothan. 


Inman expressed opposition to spend-_ 


ing Elba tax money out of town on such 
a project. Councilman Sharpless was 
appointed to work with the Lions Club 
and report back at the next meeting. 
The Lions Club has traditionally spon- 
sored the Miss Elba pageant and sent 
the winner to the annual peanut festival 
and cooperated with the city on provid- 
ing the float for the parade. 


English presented the council with a 
budget comparison and the general 
financial condition of the city. He noted 
revenue was $100,000 above projection 
but that included $57,000 given to the 
cit’ hv the utility department. English 
also noted that overall expenditures 
were below budget, but mainly because 
of a postponement of the repayment of 
the hospital expansion bonds. 


Councilman David Stokes told the 
group he had enjoyed serving with the 
council and predicted the mayor and 
council will make progress during the 
next three years. 


Mayor English responded and said 
he was speaking on behalf of the entire 
council when he said they had enjoyed 
serving with Stokes. 

Stokes announced two weeks ago 
that he was resigning the last of the 
month to take over operation of a local 
business that does business with the 
city, and he didn’t want any conflicts. 
He had said he would make a rec- 
ommendation for a councilman in his 
place at the Monday meeting, but this 
matter didn’t come up. 


English said as the meeting Was 
adjourning that a special meeting would 
be called to declare the vacancy and the 
slot would be filled on July 6. 


A report on the Mulberry drainage 
project indicated that excelient bids had 
enabled additional work to be per- 
formed in the area, and the entire grant 
would be used for drainage in Mul- 
berry, rather than turn back any part of 
the $325,000 to the federal government.

Simple Rules

Photographs 


Pictures of summertime 
fun can be as refreshing as 
a dip in the pool if you fol- 
low a few simple rules. 


To capture facial expres- 
sions, move in as close as 
possible and get on your 
subject’s level. If you can’t 
take a picture like this one 
without jumping in the pool, 
try a camera with a built- 
in telephoto lens to help 
you photograph the occasion 
from a ‘“‘safe’’ place away 
from the action. 


A camera with a tele- 
photo lens helps you in 
these situations because you 
can take pictures from a 
moderate distance—yet cap- 
ture close-up views of faces. 


Here are some additional 
tips to help you take great 
photos this summer: 

-Hold the camera steady 
and squeeze the shutter 
gently to avoid movement; 

—Take pictures from dif- 
ferent angles; 

—Use foreground fram- 
ing by aiming through a tree 
branch, iron fence, stone 
arch, etc;

Award-winning roses need 


more than ‘a littie attention’.

When Robert and Louise 
Cooper began growing roses 
‘As’ a Hobby in 1970, they 
Started with 16 bushes in 
their backyard. Eleven years 
later they have almost 400 
bushes of every variety and 
color imagineable, and their 
backyard has developed into 
an enormous rose garden. 

During the past several 
years, the Coopers have fur- 
nished rose arrangements to 
numerous parties, bridal 
showers, churches, and fre- 
quently send bouquets to the 
hospital and nursing home. 
In addition to giving hund- 
dreds of the sweet-smelling 
flowers to their friends and 
neighbors, the Coopers have 
also amassed an impressive 
display of trophies and 
awards for their roses. 

Almost from the begin- 
ning of their, rose growing 
venture, thé Elba couple 
began exhibiting their flo- 
wers in area rose society 
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shows. According to the 
rules of the American Rose 
Society, an exhibitor is con- 
sidered a novice until he wins 
an award. The Coopers lost 
their novice title the first 
year they exhibited by bring- 
ing home a blue ribbon. 

According to Mrs 
Cooper, who is now an accre- 
dited judge for the American 
Rose Society, a person often 
exhibits for years before 
winning the prestigious 
award, but they have already 
won four. 

The queen is the highest 
award given in a rose show, 
followed by the king, and 
princess. After these are 
presented, ribbons are then 
awarded to other winning 
entries, 

Preparing for a rose show 
is similar to preparing for 
any other type competitive 
exhibition--it takes hours of 
advance planning and follow- 
ing strict guidelines until the 
last minute before juding. 

Since the Coopers enter 
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shows in Enterprise, Dothan, 
Chipley, Montgomery, and 
as far away as Birmingham, 
it isn’t simply a matter of 
picking a pretty bloom from 
the garden, sticking it in a 
water-filled bud vase, and 
keeping their fingers crossed 
that the bloom stili looks 
pretty when they get to the 
show. 

“We start four or five 
days before a show, going 
out in the mornings and 
evenings to cut blooms which 
we think might win. Usually 
we don’t go to bed until past 
midnight on the night before 
a show and sometimes we 
have to get up as early as 4 
a.m, to get ready to leave.” 
explained Mrs. Cooper. 

After a bloom is cut, it is 
washed, cleaned completely 
of fungicide or other residus 
and the leaves are shined. 
“You do anything you can to 
enhance the beauty of the 
rose."" The leaves can be 
shined with water and a cioth 
until the gloss reflects an

image, as long as no ‘‘shin- 
ing solutions or oils’’ are 
used on the entry. That 
automaticaily disqualifies the 
flower and Mrs. Cooper said 
it is easy to detect a leaf 
which oil has been used on. 

“It's amazing how much 
you can get it to shine just by 
using water,”’ noted Robert. 

The blooms are cut just as 
they start unfolding and, 
according to Mrs, Cooper, 
ideally the bloom should be 
about one-half to two-thirds 
open when the judge sees it 
on show day. The center of a 
queen will still be at a peak 
and unopened. 

The Coopers carry ap- 
proximately 100 blooms to a 
show and enter 60 or 70. To 
keep the entries alive and 
fresh. they are placed in 
refrigerators at 35-36 de- 


grees Fahrenheit until time 
to leave. Then the blooms are 
placed in a ‘casket looking" 
box which Robert built. The 
box is also kept at about 35 
degrees for the trip by using 
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blue ice. 

Rose shows are held in 
the spring and fall when 
blooms are at their highest 
quality. Even though roses 
bloom during summer, the 
intense south Alabama heat 
has a tendency to bleach the 
normaly vivid colors and 
often scorch the blooms be- 
fore they open. 

The first queen which the 
Coopers won was a 
hybrid-tea called Royal High- 
ness. They have won more 
ribbons and trophies with 
this pink bloom than with any 
of the hundreds of others. 
Their second queen was won 
with the Cristine and the 
third with a beautiful varie- 
gated flower known as Ala- 
bama. They picked up a 
fourth queen with a bloom 
from a Color Magic bush. 

In addition to hybrid-teas 
the Coopers aiso grow 
grande-floras, flora-bundas, 
shrub roses, climbing roses, 
and miniatures, each of 
which Mrs. Cooper can narne 
by looking at the bush. 

The rose garden has be- 
come more than just an 
occasional hobby for the 
Coopers. According to 
Robert, it has developed into 
a full-time job for him. Since 
retiring as the local postmas- 
ter, he said he simply moved 
from one job into another. 

They have a regular wa- 
tering, feeding and spraying 
schedule for the bushes. The 
plants are watered three 
times each week during the 
summer months with a sys- 
tem installed in each of the 
beds and are fed bi-monthly 
with a fertilizer specially 
mixed in Dothan. They use 
three bags of fertilizer during 
each feeding. 

“And we spray weekly-- 
preventive spraying--even 
when we don't have a special 
problem. It’s much easier to 
prevent a problem than to try 
and get rid of one,’ she 
added. They use fungicides 
and insecticides similar to 
those used by peanut 
growers. 

And problems have a way 
of cropping up in the 
Cooper's rose garden. 

‘In 1973 we had around 
100 bushes when the tornado 
came. We had gone to Mont- 
gomery that day and didn’t 
know anything about the 
tornado until we got back to 
town,’’ Mrs. Cooper re- 
called. ‘‘I had a hard chill by 
the time I got home. When 
the car lights shone on the 
bed, all you could see was 
flattened bushes. The hail 
had beat them to the 
ground.” 

They managed to salvage 
some of the bushes and 
started over again. But sur- 
prise tornadoes are not their 
only worries. Several weeks 
ago they noticed some of the 
bushes were beginning to die 
and for no apparent reason. 
A closer inspection of the 
garden revealed mole tun- 
nels all over the yard. They 
scattered poison around and 
Robert borrowed a mole trap 
to try and get rid of the 
destructive animals. So far 
he hasn’t caught anything in 
the contraption, but he 
thinks the poison may have 
solved the problem. 

“If it’s not tornadoes or 
hail, it’s thrips, spider mites, 
aphids, or moles,’’ he added. 
“But when you win the 
queen of the show it’s worth 
all of the trouble.”’ 

After the April to October 
blooming season, the re- 
maining months are spent 
preparing for the next year’s 
garden. Since the majority of 
the Coopers’ bushes reach

heights of seven or eight 
feet. in November they top 
them back to four or five feet 
to prevent winter wind da- 
mage. The bushes are then 
pruned in February to only 
16 or 24 inches above the 
ground. 

Once the cold weather 
sets in, Mrs. Cooper starts 
cutting out dead canes and 
thinning out the beds to 
make way for new additions 
in February. 

“I like to have my new 
ones in from the order 
houses and ready to plant by

Dept. Adopts 


New Rules 


Food stamp recipients 
who.-fail to meet job search 
requirements may be dis- 
qualified; amendments to the 
federal Food Stamp Act of 
1977 strengthen the work 
provisions of the law, accord- 
ing to Franklin H. James, 
director of the Alabama De- 
partment of Industrial Re- 
lations. 

Registration with the 
State Employment Service 
was previously required, but 
under the amendments 
which became effective June 
1, the regulations pertaining 
to search for work are much 
more stringent.

Bee stings can be fatal 
to victim within minutes 


The venom of a bee, wasp 
or hornet contains toxins or 
chemicals which tend to 
break down the red blood 
cells in the body. The pain 
caused by a sting is largely 
due to the histamine which is 
contained in the venom. The 
main danger lies in the 
possible shock which may 
result from multiple stings or 
in the severe allergic reaction 
which sometimes follows a 
sting. 

For persons not allergic 
to bee stings, a single sting 
may require nothing more 
than the application of an 
ice-pack for a few minutes 
until the pain subsides, ac- 
cording to the Southeast 
Alabama Emergency Medi- 
cal Service. A honey bee, 
however, leaves its stinger in 
thewound. The _ stinger 
needs to be carefully re- 
moved. In addition, an anti-

histamine, such as a cold 
tablet, may help to couuater- 
act the histamine in the bee's 
venom, thus relieving the 
discomfort. 

Multiple stings can be 
quite serious, resulting in 
excessive accumulation of 
fluids in the body, severe 
circulatory illness and even 
shock due to the amount of 
venom injected. In the case 
of multiple stings, first-aid 
procedures must include 
steps to combat shock. To do 
this, wrap the victim in a 
blanket to keep him warm, 
and elevate his feet. 

Bee venom is one of the 
most powerful ‘‘allergy sti- 
mulators’’ known and for 
some people, a single bee 
sting may cause giant hives 
ail over the body, obstruct 
the mucous lining of the 
voice box and make breath- 
ing difficult, or bring about a

FDA recalls 


The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration has notified the 
Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Health that canned mush- 
rooms recalled in more- than 
30 states for possible con- 
tamination are now being 
recalled in Alabama. 

Approximately five mil- 
lion four-ounce cans of mush- 
toom stems and pieces may 
contain botulinum toxin, a 
poison which causes botu- 
lism. Cans subject to the 
warning have the letters AK 
through LK on the top line of 
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profound degree of shock 
characterized by rapid pulse, 
collapse and a sudden fall in 
blood pressure. When this 
happens, no time must be 
lost in getting medical aid to 
the victim. This kind of 
allergic shock, known as 
amphylaxis, can be fatal to 
the victim in a matter of 
minutes. 


Unfortunately there are 
fio emergency first-aid mea- 
sures that can help the 
amphylactic shock victim un- 
less there is certain medica- 
tion available. 


The Southeast Alabama 
Emergency Medical Services 
Council recommends that a 
person who has anything 
more than brief pain and 
localized swelling following a 
bee sting should have his 
skin tested by a physician to 
determine hypersensitivity.
